Also,  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has 
complimented  me  on  my  meager  efforts  to  pass  along  the 
information  that  I  have  discovered  during  my  trips  back  into 
the  past  while  researching  the  early  coal  mining  history  .of 
Southeastern  Kentucky.

FERNDALE  COAL  COMPANY 
Ferndale,  Ky . 

1909-1920 

In  1909,  J.  C.  Knuckles,  an  early  Bell  County  coal 
operator,  opened  a  small  coal  mine  at  Ferndale,  Ky .  The  mine 
was  one  of  the  many  ’’mule  mines”  that  operated  in  and  around 
Bell  County,  Kentucky,  during  the  early  1900’s. 
Approximately  60  miners  worked  in  .this  mine  with  an  average 
daily  output  of  80  .tons  of  coal.  The  coal  seam  was  about  3 
feet  and  had  a  small  parting  of  about  2  inches  near  the  top. 
The  roof  was  of  slate  and  quite  stable,  and  the  mine  was 
worked  by  the  single  entry  room  and  pillar  system.  Haulage 
was  by  mules  from  inside  the  mines  directly  to  the  tipple, 
which  was  on  the  same  level  as  the  driftmouth.  The  coal  was 
mined  by  pick  and  shovel,  shot  with  black  powder,  and  not 
very  much  powder  was  required-  as  the  coal  was  soft  and  easy 
to  shoot.  Squibs  were  used  to  ignite  the  powder. 

By  1912,  a  small  mining  camp  developed  and  a  company 
store  was  built  to  serve  the  miners*  As  far  as  all  records 
show,  no  company  scrip  was  issued  by  this  early  coal  company. 
Even  the  local  area  people  know  very  lettle  about  this  early 
mining  company  and  the  community  that  developed  around  the 
mine.  However,  records  are  made  to  be  changed  and  that  is 
what  happened  as  far  as  the  Ferndale  Coal  Company  and  scrip 
collecting  is  concerned. 

In  1985,  I  met  a  Pineville,  Ky.,  scriptor  by  the  name  of 
Bobby  Rutherford.  He  was  operating  a  small  service  station 
located  in  downtown  Pineville  at  the  time,  and  I  stopped  by 
to  trade  scrip  and  scrip  stories  everytime  I  came  through  his 
area.  One  of  his  most  prized  tokens  was  an  early  aluminum 
token  marked  Ferndale  Coal  Co.  He  had  obtained  the  token 
from  a  friend  who  had  found  it  buried  in  the  front  yard  of 
his  house.  The  token  looked  a  bit  on  the  rough  side,  but  I 
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tried  every  way  possible  to  trade  or  purchase  his  token.  I 
knew  that  I  could  get  a  good  Harlan  County  token  in  trade  for 
this  rare  Bell  County  token,  but  he  had  already  promised  it 
to  his  friend  and  mentor,  Crawford  Blakeman,  who  ultimately 
acquired  the  token.  It  was-,  and  is,  to  my  knowledge.,  the 
only  known  token  from  this  early  Bell  County  Coal  mining 
company  and  is  the  only  tangible  link  to  a  company  that  was 
all  but  forgotten,  except  to  a  very  few  serious  collectors 
and  historians. 

It’s  ironical,  to  say  the  least,  as  I  brought  the  first 
phase  of  my  Harlan  County  Scrip  collecting  to  an  end  at  the 
Spring  N.  S.  G.  A.  Scrip  convention  this  past  May  4th, 
1990,  I  tended  to  brag  to  my  fellow  scriptors  that  I  had 
found  and  acquired,  in  my  mind,  a  token  from  every  known 
Harlan  County  coal  company  that  issued  scrip.  Always 
skeptical,  and  with  much  more  experience  behind  him  than-  I 
have  to  back  up  his  statements,  my  friend  Crawford  Blakeman 
said  I  could  be  all  too  premature  in  my  assumption.  After 
all,  he  thought  he  knew  every  Bell  County  coal  company  that 
issued  scrip  until  Bobby  Rutherford  discovered  the  Ferndale 
Coal  Co.  token.  He  said  that  there  was  '  no  way  I  could  be 
sure  that  I  had  found  every  known  token,  but  I  feel  that  I 
have  indeed  found  all  the  Harlan  County,  Ky .  coal  companies 
that  issued  company  scrip.  However,  Crawford  may  be  right, 
and  another  undiscovered  Harlan  County  scrip  may  be  just 
around  the  proverbial  "corner."  I  would  then  have  to  eat 
that  proverbial  old  bird  called  "crow."  In  any  event,  the 
scuffed  and  worn  token  from  Ferndale,  Ky .  ,  is  the  exception, 
not  the  rule  as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  but  1*11  save  up  my 
money  and  "traders"  just  in  case  Bobby,  Crawford,  Jerry,  or 
some  other  scriptor/reader  might  happen  to  prove  me  wrong.
